Dear Reader — Th is is a good 
time to clarify th is p roblem. 
Th ere are a number of p eop le 
wh o cannot digest lactose. la c ­ 
tose is a typ e of sugar th at is 
found in milk (formed by lac­ 
tation). Th e tissue in th e breast 
forms a double sugar wh ich we 
call a “disacch aride.” 
Th is 
double molecule h as to be brok­ 
en up in th e intestine to be ab­ 
sorbed. An enzyme called “lac­ 
tase” makes th is p ossible. If 
th is enzyme is lacking, taking 
a small amount of lactosa will 
result in diarrh ea, exp elling th e 
disacch aride with lactic acid. 
Now, I must p oint out th at 
rarely some p eop le also h av e 
an intolerance to oth er double 
sugars, like sucrose (common 
h ouseh old sugar) and quite rare­ 
ly maltose. Th ese conditions are 
caused by lack of an ap p rop ri­ 
ate enzyme in th e intestine also. 
Lactose intolerance is by far th e 
most common defect. 
Lactose is a milk p roduct. It 
is broken down by “fermenta­ 
tion” or th e souring of milk. 
Th is means th at ch eese and 
buttermilk made from soured 
milk does not contain lactose. 
Unless th e milk h as soured, it 
will contain lactose — th us in 
answer to your question p owd­ 
ered milk does contain lactose. 
If you stick to ch eese (and I 
usually recommend uncreamed, 
cottage ch eese) or soured milk,! 
you sh ould be able to eat any-! 
th ing else (not made of sweet: 
milk or sweet milk p roducts,) | 
p rov ided th at lactose intoler-' 
ance is th e only p roblem. Th is 
means you cannot eat bakery! 
p roducts, including brown bread,! 
if th ey are made with milk. You: 
sh ould be able to eat v egetables, j 
fruit, fish , cereals, but not with ! 
any p roducts made from sweet, 
milk.

S a y s. . . . 
f als wh o h av e an intolerance to 
sucrose, you need to go a bit 
farth er. You can usually substi-j 
tute h oney for h ouseh old sugar 
since it is made up of mono­ 
sacch arides (one molecule sug­ 
ars, glucose and fructose). 
A 
number of fruits and v egetables 
contain sucrose wh ich requires 
an enzyme action for absorp tion 
from th e intestine. Th is h as giv ­ 
en rise to th e th ough t th at h oney 
in some way is better th an sug­ 
ar. Th is ap p ears to be true only 
for th ose rare indiv iduals with ­ 
out th e ap p rop riate enzyme in 
th e intestine to sp lit common 
sugar into its two simp le mole­ 
cules.

Teen- agers: Little to Do 


Another summer nearly gone. . . 
And with its end apparently comes the com­ 
pletion of three months of almost total boredom 
for hundreds of local youths. 
Spurred by the story of an ouster of a rock 
band from Waterworth-Memorial Park recently, 
reports have poured into The News from 
youngsters and older folks alike. 
By far the majority have agreed on one point: 
Salem is among the “ deadest” towns imaginable 
for young men and women in their teens. And 
both young and old persons wonder why this 
must be. 
The complaints are not new ones. Undoubtedly 
there are persons in every age group who can 
remember back to their own teen-age years and 
recall having uttered a cry during restless 
moments of boredom. 


H O W EVER,there is some evidence to support 
the argument that the lack of “ something to do” 
for teens is more evident now than it has been in 
a number of years. 
For those interested in outdoor sports, op­ 
portunities for activities continue to 
exist 
(although usually under more-crowded con­ 
ditions). For church-oriented youths, programs 
are frequently available. And, certainly, the 
local library has an ample supply of reading 
material. 
But surely no one can expect all youngsters to 
have unlimited interest (if any interest at all) in 
any of these things. 
There was a time in the not-too-distant past 
when a good time could be anticipated regularly 


at teen dances. But, how many dances are 
sponsored fo~ youngsters these days? 
Also, not too long ago high school-age persons 
flocked to the “ Canteen” at the Memorial 
Building. No similar gathering place now exists, 
although with proper supervision such a facility 
might provide enjoyment. 
It used to be that, when everything else failed, 
there was the good old movie theater. Anyone 
who has read a marquee lately can attest to the 
fact, however, that very few movies today are 
geared to — or even fit for — high school 
students. 


SO W H A T A R E the alternatives? 
Well, a youngster could sit around and watch 
hour after hour of reruns on television. 
Or he could spend a lot of time “ driving 
around.” 
Or he could sneak a beer now and then. 
Or he could even do worse. 
Somehow it all seems a shame. It would ap­ 
pear that most of the city’s planned activities are 
aimed primarily at the very young or the very 
old. Once again, teen-agers seem to be at that 
“ awkward age,” when they are too young and at 
the same time too old. 
Recently, a 
mother lamented about her 
daughter’s “ sitting around the house doing 
nothing” all summer. 
Like many of our other teen-agers, the girl 
may be looking forward to the time when she 
turns 18 and is allowed to enjoy the “ action” of a 
local bar. Or perhaps she just longs to get away 
from here permanently.

“ We’ve been through it,” 
he says. “ We have the same 
desire for dignity, the same 
desire to be appreciated as 
the blacks do.” 
The similarities of plight 
have not, however, prevented 
blacks and Poles from often 
being 
on 
opposite 
sides— 
sometimes literally, on op­ 
posite sides of a street in a 
white-black border area. As 
the cooling of the American 
melting pot has found lumps 
of ethnic cohesion rising to 
the surface, Chicago’s PoTish- 
Americans have maintained 
a frontier-like watch over the 
spread of the city’s black 
population. 
“ Poles love nothing more 
than having their own home— 
it is very important to them,” 
Mazewski 
says. 
“ What 
they’ve 
seen 
of 
neigh­ 
borhoods 
that

afraid. It is an economic 
fear.” 
While the bitter cold war 
between Chicago’s Poles and 
blacks persists, there has 
been

breakthrough in Detroit, 
where local Polish-American 
leaders are working with U.S . 
Rep. John Conyers Jr., a 
black, to improve community 
relations. 
A L T H O U G H THE revived 
Polish 
Pride-Polish 
Power 
movement—and 
similar 
stirrings among other ethnic 
groups—did not show much 
vigor until long after the 
blacks had set tne example, 
Mazewski denies any causal 
relationship, contending the 
Polish movement grew from 
“ something in 
the air of 
America, a search for the 
basic roots.” 
Wherever it came from, the 
resurgence 
is 
there, 
Mazewski says. American 
Poles are studying Polish, 
reading about Polish history 
and learning to polka more 
than ever.

Take these figures on in­ 
vestment in new industrial 
plant and equipment: 
In the United States, the 
1969 figure was 10.7 per cent 
of Gross National Product. 
In West Germany it was 
19.1 per cent of GNP. In 
Japan, 29.6 per cent. 
This has been the pattern 
for years. 


The Heat's On! 


And take civilian research 
and development, leaving out 
military and space but in­ 
cluding purchases of foreign 
technology, 
translated into 
equivalent domestic research 
costs. 
In the United States in 1968 
this added up to 1.6 per cent of 
the GNP. In West Germany, 
3.6 per cent. In Japan 3 per 
cent. 
Is there any question why 
the dollar is in trouble? Or 
why inflation has grown 
rapidly? 
The favorable balance of 
trade in the past three 
decades has

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Who's Stealing What?

NEW YORK — Here I am 
near the world’s most famous 
sheep meadow. There are no 
sheep. There is no meadow. 
Running along the south side 
of Central Park, it was 
Richard Nixon’s helicopter 
site. Now 
the 
neo-culture 
sprouts 
on 
blankets, 
in 
ponchos strumming guitars, 
reading avant-garde poetry 
— and leaving non-recycled 
wine bottles 
and 
picnic 
‘ garbage 
in 
rather 
old- 
fashioned cultural style. 
This would not distinguish 
the Sheep Meadow from any 
other urban oasis. What 
brings fame now is the fact 
that this city — of all things — 
has put employable welfare 
recipients to work earning 
their keep. They clean up. 
They 
patch 
up 
benches 
burned by some of the neo- 
culturists. Some are in their 
early 20s. Some older. They 
are still but a handful of what 
is estimated to run to 60,000 
New York State welfare 
clients who are employable — 
physically 
and 
mentally 
equipped to earn their living 
— but who have been drawing 
anywhere from $45 to $75 a 
week, scot-free. 


TH ERE IS NO EA G ER­ 
NESS to demean anyone. 
There is no lack of sympathy 
for the crippled, the unfit, the 
desperate who need the help 
of compassionate and more 
fortunate men and women. 
But for the first time there is 
a determination to get the 
frauds off the rosters now 
costing in this city some $2 
billion, and this nation some 
$40 billion in Federal, state, 
municipal and private con­ 
tributions annually. 
Few 
have 
noticed 
the 
frightening escalation 
of 
“ population” in what now 
appears to be a permanent 
welfare class. 
During 
the 
most intense years of that 
sociological mystique known 
as the war on poverty, that is 
from June 1968 to May 1971, 
the 
number 
of 
welfare 
families has doubled. 
They’ve grown from 5.6 
million to 10.2 million — 
families. 
How 
many 
are 
truly 
eligible? How many are 
frauds? 
Only 
a 
special 
General Accounting Office 
team headed by John Heller 
appears to have any real 
clues. It has been probing 
eight states since early April. 
And it has gone back into the 
field to double-check the 
“ quality control” systems of 
eligibility. 


MOST 
OF 
THE 
FIELD 
WORK, the searching for 
missing documents, warped 
records 
and 
long-gone 
staffers, is comp lete. S oon , 


perhaps in three months, this 
nation will learn how the 
welfare system has worked in 
eight 
key 
states 
— 
a 
remarkably fine sampling. 
But this has been only a 
quality control probe. There 
is much more to investigate. 
There have been reports of 
Mafia infiltration in some 
M assachusetts 
w elfare 
operations. There are reports 
of crash invasions by com­ 
munity groups on holiday 
eves 
seeking 
emergency 
payments allegedly for food 
or medicine. There has been 
terrorizing of local offices in 
other states. New York is rife 
with 
reports 
of 
double 
payments 
obtained 
by 
reporting actual or alleged 
theft of mailed checks. There 
is believed to be considerable 
fraud in “ missing fathers” 
cases — 
by 
the 
tens of 
thousands, it is said. 
In this state, Louis Levine, 
Industrial 
Commissioner, 
tells me that about one out of 
every five relief clients is not 
picking up his checks — now 
that they must report per­ 
sonally. No 
one 
authority 
knows just how much money 
this represents. 


B U T 
W E 
M A Y 
S OON 
KNO W just how much cash 
has been mulcted from this 
compassionate society. Gov. 
Nelson 
Rockefeller 
has 
created the office of Welfare 
Inspector General at 595 
Madison Ave. here. Presiding 
over it, but accepting 
no 
salary, 
is 
George 
F. 
Berlinger, businessman and 
philanthropist. He will ride 
the circuit. He will set up 
several state offices. He will 
have the power of subpoena to 
back up his own squad of 
inspectors. 
“ This is a tremendous 
undertaking,” he said when 
we talked the other day. “ I 
have nothing preconceived. 
There are many fields now 


needing 
detailed 
In­ 
vestigation to weed out the 
frauds 
and 
abuses. 
My 
sympathy goes to those on 
welfare who need relief for 
themselves 
and 
their 
children. 
“ Basically I want to restore 
confidence in the welfare 
system.” 
He will find it difficult. 
There are those who want to 
protect “ the action.” There 
are others who loot by phony 
check cashing, baby swit­ 
ching, man hiding, double 
identification 
and 
ghost 
techniques. 


AND 
T H E R E 
A R E 
O T H E R S who see political 
clout in the welfare poor. 
Such as the “ Movement for 
Economic Justice.” This is a 
coalition 
of 
anti-poverty 
groups. They’re not happy. 
They believe insufficient 
money is being poured out. 
They plan to go into the 
unemployment 
centers, 
distribute printed forms to 
prompt welfare clients to get 
greater public assistance. 
They believe that at least $6 
billion should be spent an­ 
nually — and on 3.7 million 
“ clients” in this city alone. 
Yet this is a city parched 
for funds to pay for services 
for all the people. This is a 
city which has imposed what 
is not so jocularly called the 
“ hot dog” tax — a penny, 
sometimes two, on each 
frankfurter or on each con­ 
tainer of coffee or doughnut. 
This is a city spending 
almost 
$800 
million 
on 
welfare — which is matched 
by state and Federal funds 
totaling $1.2 billion a year. 
So to each his own. The 
mothers 
with 
dependent 
children, the impoverished, 
the disabled, the aged, yes. 
•The crooks, no. Cash for the 
needy, yes. But not for those 
now proving to this city — and 
hundreds of others — that 
they can work for a living. A 
lot of us do. 


This efficiency more than 
made up for higher labor 
costs. 


NOW, U.S. I N D U S T R Y is 
losing this competitive ad­ 
vantage. 
There has been much talk 
Russia will outstrip 
the 
United States. But this is not 
the problem. In the industrial 
application of those new 
developments which 
count 
(computers, petrochemicals 
and the like) the Russians are 
lagging increasingly further 
behind, despite loaded gross 
output figures and some 
brilliant military and space 
applications. 
The problem is rather with 
our friends and allies. 
At 
one 
time, 
Western 
Europe, though well ahead of 
this country in wide areas of 
basic research, was far 
behind in the application of 
that research to modern 
technology in its industrial 
plants. 
Today, 
the 
tables 
are 
turned. Thanks to American 
technical aid, heavy 
in­ 
dustrial 
investment 
and 
updated European research 
methods are moving ahead in 
applied technology at a rate 
faster than is the United 
States. 
The decline will be halted 
only when American industry 
doubles the dollars it spends 
on research and development 
and invests in new plants and 
equipment. 
It will take more than tax 
credits to achieve this ob­ 
jective. We must be shaken 
out of our complacency.

emergencies. 
It’s all written with retirees 
particularly in mind, of course, 
but much of it is so broadly 
practical that almost anv house­ 
holder will find it useful. The 
booklet is one of a number of 
AAPP publications on better re­ 
tirement living.
